PROMISE TO PAY. Cannonsburg Water District ("Borrower") promises to pay to Town Square Bank, Inc. ("Lender"), or order, in lawful money 
of the United States of America, the principal amount of Forty-five Thousand Two Hundred Fifty & 00/100 Dollars ($45,250.00). together with 
interest on the unpaid principal balance from July 20, 201 1, calculated as described in the "INTEREST CALCULATION METHOD" paragraph 
using an interest rate of 6.880% per annum based on a year of 360 days, until paid in full.
